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Continuation of Nurses Training to re ng 
Thousands of Qualified Hospital Assistants

A total of 112,000 girls and young women, of which number 
59 percent or approximately 66,100 come from small towns of 
§,000 and under population, are enrolled in the nurses training 
colitses sponsored by the United States Public Health Service 


, of the Federal Security Agency. 


These girls are entrained in what is more commonly. called 
the cadet nurses training corps and the erroneous impression 
has been largely fostered that they must enter the army and 
navy service-upon graduation. This is untrue, however, since 
the law providing for the training of these nurses says they 
‘are trained for the armed forces, governmental and civilian 


hospital, health agencies, war industries and for other purposes,

and) where: the nurses declie.? : suecessful efforts in the war and has 


practice {s entirely voluntary on 
thelr part. 

They may.decide to stay. In civilian 
practice, or to go into the army or 
navy, but emphasis is placed upon 
the voluntary nature of their’ service. 

As is the case {in most war proj- 
ects, particularly where money for 
operation comes from some other 
source, there Is considerable con- 
fusion in the Public Health Service 
ag this Is written as to whether the 
governmental training of nurses un- 
der the act. will continue. 

The law setting up the program 
provides that the act shall cease 
upon the date of termination ot hos- 
tilities in the present war us deter- 
mined by the President or upon 
such earller date as the congress, 
by concurrent resolution, or the 
President may designate. 

The student nurses flready en- 
rolled in the program will be able to 
finish ‘their courses because the law 
provides that all student nurses who 
were receiving training or course 
ninety days prior to end of. hostili- 
ties or declaration by congress or 
the President may be graduated. 

No further -enrvliments are being 
accepted {tn the cadet nurses’ corps. 
Those with more than 90 days of 
training, as of V-J day, will be re- 
tained in their present hospital as- 
signments, until they, have complet- 
ed the 30 to 86 months of training 
provided. A movement has been 
started in congress to have the life 
of the cadet nurses’ corps continued 
during peace time. 

Thousands to Graduate, 

Thirty thousand young women will 
become graduate nurses this fall as 
the new class prepares to enter ‘the 
course and while the armed forces 
likely will urge these graduates to 
enter upon hospital duty within the 
services, it may be that the need 
elsewhere will lie niore urgent. At 
any rate, it will be optional with the 
graduate as to where they go. 

Cost of sending these nurses 
through a 24-month course is approx- 
imately $1250 to. the government, so 
the cost of the training so far has 
been nbout $150,000,000. In addition, 
the government, with Lanham Act 
funds from the Federal Works Agen- 
cy, has constructed sonte 230 new 
projects, Including buildings, Inbora- 
tories and other equipment at ti cost 
to the government of $17,307,202 
and to the private hospitals of 
$8,200,783. ‘The new construction 
has provided facilities for 12,144 
students,

buildings whien the emergency ends 
his iiot definitely been decided.

with a white Maltese cross centered 
on a red oval superimposed on a 
rectangle of gray and below the 
cross insignia the words “Cadet 
Nurse Corps” in regimental red let- 
tering. 

The official flag is ordered dis- 
played at all induction ceremonies, 
graduation exercises, parades and at 
such other times as authorized by 
the Surgeon General. 

Providence Was First. | 

The first hospital 1n the United 
States to be approved for installa- 
tlon of a cadet nurse corps was 
Providence Hospital in Washington, 
D. C,, the second being Johns Hop- 
kins In Baltimore. 

According to Mrs, Mulcahy, the 
Providence Hospital corps is one of 
the model organizations in the coun- 
try and under the direction of Sister 
Rita, superintendent of nurses there 
for the past 12 years, the cadet 
corps has been integrated with the 
five-year university* course which 
was also inaugurated by Sister Rita 
several years go. 

In other words, at Providence most 
applicants for cadet nurse training 
are selected from among girls who 
have had at least two years’ college 
or university education and when 
they graduate they not only receive 
the coveted “RN” or registered 
nurse degree, but they receive a 
bacheiur of sclence degree from 
Catholic University 62 America, with 
which the hospital has affiliated for 
the course. Out of the more than 
165 girls in the class at Providence, 
107 are college girls, 

Sister Rita explains that out of an 
avalanche of applications, she was 
able to make careful selection of 
girls with college training, that they 
make better students atid that os.a 
result of this careful selection Prov- 
idence Hospital has liad no discl- 
plinary problenigs stich os has been 
true in other hdspitals where such 
caré was not exercised in thie selee 5 
tion of upplicants, 

Tt miny be that the experlence 
with the cadet nurse corps at Provi- 
dence will miark a turning point in 
thie training of nurses throughout 
the country, sfnce Sister Rita is 
planning to abandon the orditiary 
three-year nurses’ training céursé 
which has beeti in vogtie at most 
nurse tralriitig schools, in favor of 
the longer course and a_ college 
Sciénce degree, 

Although the jaw provides for an

Farm Indebtedness 
Is Cut 25 Per Cent 
In Past Five Years 


Farmers are using thelr larger in- 
comes wisely in reducing their {n- 
debtedness, Many have paid off all 
their mortgages and others have re- 
duced their obligations far more 
rapidly than their schedule of pay- 
ments required. ‘Che total mortgage 
indebtedness on farms has declined 
at least 25 per cent during the last 
five years, Farmers ate much bet- 
ter prepared financially to meet the 
rendjustments that mty be neces- 

sary. 

In another way farmers are act- 
ing wisely in order to avoid heavy 
losses later, They ure trying to keep 
prices of farms from sky-rocketing 
as land did in 1919 and 1920, only 
to be followed by a collapse which 
was 4 heavy burden for many years, 

The danger is not. yet past, for 
farms are being sold in many cases 
over 50 per cent higher than in pre- 
war times. The situation is becom- 
ing a little better now and the 
prospects are more promising, 

Merchants and business men. In 
rural communities.and smaller towns 
are preparing to meet. changed. con- 
ditions for thelr prosperity is so 
closely tied up with that of the 
farmers, Conditions for them are: 
very good; as indicated’by the rise 
of bank deposits in agricultural re- 
gloris, by higher retail sales and 
Increased consumer demand for both 
goods and services, Merchants are 
trying hard to get the goods for 
which the demand {s so large. 

The good judgment and wise man- 
agement which has already success: 
fully accomplished so much will help 
not only the farmers, but. also ‘the 
entire country during the postwar 
period. We are ready to face what- 
ever conies, Much iias been done 
and even more {s going to be ac 
complished to make the future as 
prosperoiis ag possible. There has 
een some unemployment due to 
closing down of plants engaged In 
the manufacture of war material.

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Miracle Insecticide — 
DDT Not a Panacea 


New Deadly Bug Killer Has Effective - 
Use But It Also Has Its Limitations 
and Danger When Improperly Used. 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is a guest column. written by Winfield 1.

DDT, much publicized Insecticide, 
saved thousands of lives of our 
fighting men. and civilians in coun- 
tries where our operations were ex- 
tended, but it is not the panacea 
that we would like to believe. 

The frony of the story ts that ft 
was discovered nearly seventy years 
ago by a German chemist named 
Zeidler, but was almost forgotten 
until rediscovered during the nres- 
ent war by Dr. Paul Muller and Dr, 
Panl Lauger. These Swiss sclen- 
tists usserted recently, upon. their 
arrival in America, that with proper 
control, flies, mosquitoes and other 
harmful insects .can be eliminated 
entirely from the United States. 
But. along with these insects would 
go our pollen carrying insects, bees 
and other beneficial friends of man- 
kind, also perhaps our birds and 
fish. Gone also would be many 
plants and trees that depend upon 
insects for polinization, As they 
point out it Is -a job for entomolog- 
ists, not laymen, 

DDT has been made available to 
the public in limited amounts, There 
will soon be a sufficient supply to 
meet. every demand. Manufacturers 
of the products, whether tn liquid 
or powder form are careful to give 
complete instructions as to its ap- 
plication, which must be followed. 


Sclentists Tell of 
Effective DDT Use 

Despite its inherent toxicity, DDT 
in the desired insecticidal concentra- 
tions in air ig of such Jow order that 
it will not cause injurious effects in 
humans, Dr. Paul A. Neal, chief of 
the research section of the division 
of industrial hygiene of the U. S. 
Public Health service has reported. 
It was this knowledge that made It 
advisable to spray from the air the 
Jones Beach area on Long Island, 
N, Y,, and part of the city of Rock- 
ford, Illinois. In both cases the pur- 
pose was to control insects, Jones 
beach to kill sand fleas and Rock- 
ford to kill polio-carrying files, be- 
leved to have been the direct cause 
for the serious infanile paralysis 
outbreak in many sections. 

Lt. Col. A, L. Ahnfeldt, U. S. sur- 
géon genéral's office, after a study 
of results secured in the army, re- 
ports: “In peace time DDT may 
well change the destiny of the 
earth's population . .., Our postwar 
world will no longer be scourged by 
typhus and malirla find other {n+ 
sect borne diseases. DDT is not a 
cure-all, but tn the perpetual war 
between humans and disease, DDT 
is one of the most effective weapons 
yet discovered by man.” 

“DDT wil! be to preventive medi- 
eine what Lister's discovery of anti- 
septic was to surgery and should 
close the door forever on those 
diseases which are companions of 
death dealing insects.” 

In. the field of agriculture the re- 
sults Have been far from disappoint- 
tig, Reimarkabie restilts have been 
obtained by some of {ts application,

For Postwar Home 

Brig. Gen. Simmons, army medl- 
cal corps has said, “DDT will ex- 
ceed even penicillin in its ultimate. 
usefulness and will prove to be the 
outstanding imedical advance made 
during the war.” 
~Gne of the newest products is a 
paint containing DDT to be used on 
walls of kitchens, dining rooms and 
in institutions. Other industrial 
uses have been found by dusting 
with a 10 percent DDL powder 
around the sink and other places 
where cockroaches and other insects 
stay. 

DDT will eliminate the bedbug 
problems in hospitals, as well as in 
private dwellings. It may be appli-. 
ed as a five percent spray or as a 
10 percent powder to both sides of 
the mattress and springs. It also 
provides freedom from files and 
mosquitoes In hospitals. The new 
aerosol bomb, which releases the 
DDT as an aerosol—a cross between 
a fumigating gas and an ordinary fly 
spray, Is excellent for this purpose. 
A power spray may be used in ap- 
plying a five percent DDT solution. 

Just as it is proving effective on 
the agricultural and industrial front, 
and as it saved Hves on the war 
fronts, DDI has started to con- 
tribute to the health of the home 
front. ‘The story of spraying for 
mosquitoes against malaria Is well 
known. 

Painting door aud window screens 
with a five. percent solution of DDT 
in. water or kerosene leaves an in- 
secticidal residue that will kill ev- 
ery fly, mosquito, or other insect 
lighting there within the next sev- 
eral inonths, the U. 8S. department 
of agriculture reports. 

A five percent solution of DD In 
kerosene sprayed on floors or over 
rugs eliminates the flex nuisance. A 
liand sprayer is adequate. By spray- 
ing deep Into cracks, DD will. re- 
malin toxic to these insects for sev- 
eral wecks. 

A ten percent powder applied to 
cracks with 2 small hand duster can 
be depended to kill any brown dog 
ticks that may be hiding there, 

Baseboirds, especially those that 
have worked loose from the wall, af- 
ford excellent breeding places for 
bedbugs, cockroazthes, and brown 
dog ticks. DDT is sure déath to 
these pests, <A hand sprayer, held 
close to the opening, will send the 
insecticide, a five percent solution 
in kerosene, down wliere the insects 
are concealed, or a lnrge dtistér, of 
10 percent powder may be used.

APPRENTICESHIP FOR VETS 


With many labor unions suffering: 
from lack of apprentice help, partic-- 
ularly the building trades unions,. 
the federal committee on apprentice- 
ship has, through a survey of in— 
dustry, learned that 300,000 appren- 
ticeship positions can be handled by: 
industry from the ranks of return- 
ing servicemen, 


The committee consists. of repre- 
sentatives of management, labor 
unions, the U, S. Department of 
Labor, U. S, Office of Education, the: 
Federal Security agency and the 
apprentice-training service of the: 
War Manpower commission. 

The committee has recommended 
that to protect veterans and to 
maintain high standards of appren- 
ticeship, adequate safeguards be set 
up by stdte agencies authorized to- 
approve business establishments for 
apprentice training to assure vet- 
erans. thorough training in all 
skilled trades. The committee has. 
ruled out as apprenticeable train- 
ing programs for occupations such 
as salesman, managerial positions,. 
professional and semi-professional 
positions and clerical work. 


Definitions for true apprentice- 
ship which are reserved for all- 
round skilled trades and which have- 
been adopted by WMC's apprentice: 
training service include the follow- 
ing basic standards: (1) An ap 
prenticeabie occupation {is consid- 
ered one that requires 4,000 or more: 
hours to learn; (2) A schedule of 
the work processes to be learned om 
the job: (3) A progressively in- 
creasing scale of wages that should: 
average not less than 50 per cent. 
of the journeynian’s rate over the 
apprenticeship perlod; (4) .Provi- 
sions for related classroom instruc- 
tion of about 144 hours per year; 


(5).-Terms of condition of employ- 
ment and training to be stated in a of 


written agreement and registered 
with the state apprenticeship. coun- 
cil; (6) Review of local apprentice! 
ships by the state or federal ap- 
prenticeship councils; (7) Appren- 
ticeship to be jointly established. 
by the employer and employe; (8) 
Adequate supervision and the keep- 
{ng of records for all apprentice— 
ship programs.

Ways With Fish, Fowl 


Most of us know just how to pre- 
{pare meat to delicious perfection, 
but we know very 
little about sea- 
soning and cook- 
ing fish and fowl 
to make them de- 
licious. 

Perhaps this is 
because we had, 
until a few years ago, ample “quan- 
titles of meat coming our way. Now, 
we are finding that these meat sub- 
stitutes can be truly appetizing in 
their own right. 

The purpose of this information is 
to give you some very special ways 
to tuck away in ‘your mind (or 
recipe box, if you prefer not to trust 
to memory) for preparing these oth- 
er good. protein foods. 

Native spices are used in prepar- 
ing this duck dinner which I am 
sure you will find perfectly de- 
licious: 

Duck Cooked the Frerich Way. 

1 duck 

Salt and pepper 
Sprig of thyme 
Sprig of marjoram 
Sprig of winter savory 
Sprig of rosemary ~ 
1 blade of mace 
Few peppercorns 

3% cup water 

2 tablespoons butter 
Yolks of 5 eggs 

1 onion 

Clean and wash duck, Rub over 
with salt and pepper and place in 
hot oven. Roast until a delicate 
brown. Remove duck from oven 
and cut it in pieces, Place in a stew 
pan water, spices and onfon cut in 
half. Stew gently until meat is ten- 
der. Add the butter to the gravy 
and potir in well-beaten egg. yolks, 
Pour over the duck arid serve. 

You would be pleasingly surprised 
at how good 
striped bass can 
taste when pre- 
pared by boiling 
and served with 
mustard mayon- 
fiaisé, Here’s the 


way to do it: 
Boiled Striped Bass, 
(Serves 3 to 4) 
2 to 3 pound striped bass 
1 carrot; thinly’ sliced 
1 onion, thinly sliced 
1 teaspoon salt 
lbay leaf 
1. teaspoon freshly ground pep- 
pércorns 
3 or 4 celery leaves, minced 
1 teaspoon niliiced patsicy 
4 cup white vinegar 
1 to 2 quarts boiling water 
Clean and prepare fish. Into a 
shallow roasting pati, place carfot, 
‘onion, Seasoning, vinegar and. beil= 
frig water. Bring to a boil. Place
